Minneapolis as well, that the thing can 
be done. If it can be done in St. Louis 
and Minneapolis it can be done in other 
cities. The results in St. Louis ard great, 
but I expect to see greater results grow 
out of the St. Louis crusade. 

“I expect to see other cities, encouraged 
by what has been done here, take up the 
fight on dishonest officials with a vigor 
and confidence which will lead to results as 

fying as those attained in St. Louis.

NEW YORK FRANCHISE LA, 


The New York franchise tax law has been declared invalid 
by the Appellate Division of the State Supreme Court on a point 
met vital. The principle of the law Is upheld. 

This law as originally passed provided that assessments should 
be made by the local tax boards. The corporations by their 
agents, Platt and Odell, complained that such assessments would 
expose the companies to grievous discriminations and persuaded 
Gov. Roosévelt to call an extra session of the legislature to 
remedy the iniustice. This was done by an amendment placing 
assessments in the hands of the State Tax Commission.
